Jerry Knowles, ASB treasurer, handed in his resigna- 
tion from office during Tuesday’s Council meeting with the 
statement that he was “forced to resign since dropping be- 
low the required 1014 units needed to hold an office.” 


Consequently, he was also forc- 
ed to resign as chairman of the 
Student-Faculty Review Board. 

During Tuesday’s Council meet- 
ing, Harry Lake was elected to fill 
the vacancy left by Knowles. 

Prior to Knowles’ resignation, 
he was in charge of all funds at 
SAC. Also, he’ was in charge of all 
ticket sales and had to approve all 
purchase orders used by the school. 

In talking with Lloyd Hamilton, 
Knowles was acknowledged as 
“fone of the best treasurers SAC 
has had and was a very respon- 
sible, hard-working and_ willing 
person.” 

Knowles, who was elected as a 
delegate to the State Convention, 
was elected to his office last May. 

The Student Council has ‘not as 
yet set a date for the election to 
fill the vacancy for ASB treasurer.

It is given 
during the spring term in Santa 
Ana and in the fall at Orange 
Coast College. 


Objectives 


Students will receive an under- 
standing of the general threat of 
Communism to the Free World, 
will become acquainted with the 
common misconceptions and myths 
regarding Communistic expansion 
and power, will study Communistic 
aggression in the terms of its his- 
tory, methods and use of the prin- 
ciples of protracted conflict, will 
study the techniques used by the 
Communists in gaining control of 
the governments of Russia, China 
and the Slave States, and will be- 
come acquainted with the techni- 
ques being used by Communists 
to weaken our nation’s will to re- 
sist. 


Panel Discussions 


In addition to tape recordings 
from Washington seminars he has 
attended, Dr. Peterson will include 
panel discussions, to which the 
general public will be invited to 
join class members. The first panel 
will include people who have been 
refugees from Communism. In 
February, there will be fighters 
against U. S. Communism, includ- 
ing law enforcement officers and 
undercover agents. 


Among lecture topics will be 
“Communist ,Party Takes Over 
Russian Government,” ‘‘Infiltra- 
tion Into American Institutions,’ 
Propaganda Attacks in Free Coun- 
tries” and ‘‘What Russian and the 
Slave States are Like Today.” 


Background 


Dr. Peterson is principal of 
Monte Vista School in Santa Ana 
and also teaches audio-visual sub- 
jects at Long Beach State College. 
He attended Louisiana State Uni- 
versity, Centenary College, Louis- 
iana Tech, Whittier College, Clare- 
mont Graduate School, University 
of Southern California, and re- 
ceived his doctorate at the Univer- 
sity of Colorado. 


\ U. S. Truth vs. Red Lies 


‘Bloody fighting breaks out in Laos; Castro corrupts 
Cuba; a lonely Negro fights segregation. - 

An INFORMED American citizenry, médlded from a 
free press, read these daily headlines denoting shaky world 
situations with a fearful mind. ; 

United States interferes in Laos; Castro dares Amer- 
ica; capitalist government declining. 

An UNINFORMED Communist citizenry, molded 
from a dictatorship, eye these “Red headlines” with lack 
of knowledge. 

This is the important difference between a nation 
governed by the cherished Bill of Rights and a nation 
which finds coexistence of a free press and a dictatorship 
impossible. . . ; 

Nikolai Lenin wrote of the Soviet state: “Why should 
freedom of speech and freedom of the press be allowed? 
Why should a government which is doing what it believes 
to be right allow itself to be criticized? Ideas are much 
more fatal than guns.” 

But the Bible reads, ‘‘Ye shall know the truth and the 
truth shall make ye free.’’ 

The rock of truth stands much sturdier than a dicta- 
torial idea. : 

Americans are aware of this very truth each day in 
newspapers which stand for democratic propaganda. 

But the propaganda that flourishes in a Communistic 
country is supported by force, not by the desires of the 
people. 

Our Bill of Rights, which preserves liberty, cannot be 
divorced from the newspaper of today. One upholds the 
other .in serving a curious, democratic people. 

But the newspaper alone cannot reach every citizen. 

This is where Freedom of Speech is the important fac- 
tor in carrying out the newspapers’ purpose—to inform. 

The difference between Castro corrupts Cuba and 
Castro dares America lies in a well-informed people whose 
foundation is the American Bill of Rights. B.A.B.

Are Junior Colleges Better? 


Are junior colleges better for the average college-age 
student than the four-year university Do they provide the 
necessary training for a student to advance into the higher 
levels of education so necessary for the world of today? 


The answer to both questions is an emphatic YES. Ac- 
cording to a report recently published in “Look” maga- 
zine, “the junior college experience can help students to 
‘find themselves” where many times they are “lost’’ in the 
four year college. Studies made of junior colleges in Cali- 
fornia, Minnesota, and other states showed that university 
transfers from junior colleges graduated with “grade 
point averages higher than that of students who had at- 
tended the four-year university.”’ 


Junior colleges also provide the two-year general edu- 
cation which many high school graduates want without go- 
ing on to a four-year school. , 

“Look” reported that a large per cent of students 
not eligible for four-year universities when graduated from 
high school entered their junior year after completing 
junior college. Of these students, not even eligible for ad- 
mission as freshmen, “over eighty per cent were graduated, 
and their grade-point average was a respectable C-plus.” 

In the United States today, over 750,000 students are 
enrolled in junor colleges, part as transfer students and 
part as terminal students. These community colleges offer 
the two years study at a nominal fee. Perhaps the junior 
college is the answer to the rising costs and crowded con- 
ditions of higher education in the United States. C.A.S.

Mankind, from earliest beginnings, has devoted cur- 
osity, interest and study to the heavens in an effort to dis- 


cover a variety of basic truths. 


Practical Information 

Today, there is a far more in 
tense effort being made by man- 
kind to look to the heavéns for 
practical information on how to 
launch a successful assault upon 
the heavens themselves. The as- 
pects of space travel and explor- 
ation is not a subject left only to 
the astronauts and some obscure 
band of astronomers. 


Involved in Study 

“No, today we are all involved 
in one way or another in an ear- 
nest look at what makes up our 
heavens,’ says David N. Hartman, 
SAC astronomy instructor. 

“The profound influence on the 
earth of the universe around us,” 
Hartman says, “has been recogniz- 
ed from earliest times. But now 
man has stepped from observing 
local effects to the vision of in- 
vestigating awesome space. It is 
little wonder that astronomy is in- 
creasingly popular as a subject for 
every college student.” : 


Increased Enrollment 


Astronomy classes at SAC have 
jumped in the past few years from 
one in the spring semester to four 
classes each semester. Enrollment 
in the subject has jumped nearly 
eight-fold. 


SAC is the only college of its 
size offering astronomy as a sub- 
ject with a course of study sup- 
plemented by a refractor-type tele- 
scope on its campus. The college 

: observatory has been used by Don 
astronomy students for more than 
30 years. It was donated to the 
college by the widow of the late 
Clyde Bishop who acquired an avid 
interest in astronomy from his 
studies at SAC. 


Actually, the elevator serves 
two purposes. It is used to earry 
custodian and department supplies 
to the second floor and for wheel- 
chair students who are not able to 
use the stairs. The elevator is not 
the only service offered these 
wheelchair students. Curbings 
were recently replaced by ramps 
at several different locations on 
campus for the use of these stu- 
dents.
